Depth, beauty

EDITOR’S NOTE: Florian Lawton 
will demonstrate his work by creating a 
half-sheet watercolor painting before the 
public at Aurora’s Bernhard Gallery 
this Sunday from 1:30-3:30 p.m. The 
demonstration is free of charge. 

Depth and beauty. Those are two of the 
thousands of words used to describe 
award-winning works by watercolor artist 
Florian Lawton. The words also describe 
Lawton as a man, one of the most promi¬ 
nent and gifted new members of the Aurora 
community. 

Lawton is known best for his many 
paintings of Amish life, both in Geauga and 
Holmes counties. His popular winter wood¬ 


land scenes, urbanscapcs of Cleveland’s 
Flats and "whiskey paintings” have earned 
him international sales and awards at art 
exhibitions throughout the United States. 

Nearly 70 of his Amish studies hang at 
the offices of Johnson Rubber Co. in Mid- 
dlcficld. The realism and serenity of his 
snow scenes sparked one admirer to com¬ 
ment: "The only other one who docs snow 
as good as Florian is God himself.” 

Lawton’s career is still on a crescendo 
rise that began 61 years ago, when at 8 
years old he began to copy virtually any 
drawing he could find. The rare longevity 
and steady success he has enjoyed arc attri¬ 
buted to his talent, strong motivation, God, 
and the fierce support and protection of his 
wife of 42 years, Lois. 

As is the case for many artists, it took 


years for Lawton to find "himself’ and his 
distinct style. His first professional works 
were freelance single-panel cartoons sold 
to magazines like Colliers and the Satur¬ 
day Evening Rost. Later, he took on 
freelance work as an advertising illustrator, 
drawing appliances and clothing. 

"AT THAT POINT 1 became somewhat 
frustrated," he said. ”1 fell I was always 
drawing or painting to please someone else 
and not myself, so I started doing fine arts 
painting." 

In 1958 came his first real success as an 
artist of original works. His watercolor 
painting of a rustic metal door in an Adobe 
building was accepted at a National City 
Bank exhibition in Cleveland and won the 
first prize of $15.

Lawton came away from the exhibition 
ecstatic and knowing he had discovered his 
style. His dear friend and most severe 
critic, the late Joseph Thiel, later bought 
the painting as one in his collection of 30 
works. 

Locally, Lawton paints in an airy and 
well-lit second floor studio at his Walden 
home and sells his works through the 
Bernhard Gallery. He is proud he has never 
had to solicit a gallery to represent his art, 
hut still enters exhibitions throughout the 
country in the continuing marketing effort 
essential to successful fulltime professional 
artists. 

Among the dozens of exhibitions which 
have displayed his work arc the American 
Watercolor Society in New York, Butler 
Museum of American Art in Youngstown, 
Cleveland Museum of Art, Rocky Moun¬ 
tain Aquarelle Show in Colorado and the 
American Realism Competition in West 
Virginia. He won first prize recently at the 
Boston Mills Art Show for non-representa- 
lion art. 

His buyers, 80 percent of whom he has 
met, include King Kahlid of Saudi Arabia, 
the National Mcnnonilc Museum in Penn¬ 
sylvania, the Standard Oil Co. and General 
Electric Co. Ohio Bell Telephone Co. was 
his first major corporate commission; the 
law firm Christlcy, Minion, Hcrington, 
Pierce and Silver is among local offices 
displaying original Lawton works. 

Listed in Who’s Who In American Art 
and recently elected a distinguished alum¬ 
nus of Garfield Heights High School, Law- 
ton is considered a purist in his approach to 
his work. His copyrighted originals arc vir¬ 
tually the only paintings ever seen; he al¬ 


lows reprints only for occasional charitable 
efforts. 

LAWTON’S PAINTINGS have been 
seen in connection with national charities; 
for example, on greeting cards for the 
American Heart Association, but one of his 
most locally famous efforts hangs in Au¬ 
rora Town Hall. Prints of his Aurora 
Kiwanis Club-commissioned gazebo paint¬ 
ing were sold to raise funds for the gazebo 
building project. 

Painting is both a matter of business and 
artistic creation in the Lawton household. 
Through his art, he reared and educated 
four children. A non-monctary but tangible 
reward is the wide range of friendships that 
have been made. 

Lawton often meets someone who has 
bought one of his paintings and strikes up a 
quick friendship. Like him, admirers of his 
work arc people who share his ability to 
find beauty in the uncmbcllishcd simplicity 
of nature and Amish life. "What more can 
you ask in a friend but that they arc people 
who react to things the same way you do," 
he said.

A group of men convening in a 
stable and all dressed alike is aptly 
described by its title, “Straw Hats 
and Suspenders.” men at the meet¬ 
ing-house get together in "The Bal¬ 
cony.” "General Store” is self ex¬ 
planatory. ‘‘Big Red” is an 
antiquated tractor with large iron 
wheels. 

Lawton’s paintings are mainly 
loans from various collections in¬ 
cluding Paul C. Miller, P.C. Miller, 
Jr., Johnson Rubber Co., Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard V. Whelan, Jr., and 
Mrs. Florian Lawton who no doubt 
is very fond of her loan called 
"Quilting.” X 

There is so much refinement and 
informative accuracy ip this exhibit 
that it can be rewarding to scholars 
involved in the Amish people and 
their environment Many artists in¬ 
cluding photographers have long 
found the Amish to be among their 
most challenging subjects who are \ 
not fond of worldly images.
